2. As you know, the History of the 0/DDI through the tenure 
of R.J. Smith has been completed in draft, and the draft was 
delivered to you on 1 May 1974. Following your review, and if 
you approve the draft, it should be delivered to the CIA History 
Staff for editing for final issuance. 


3. CRS: History Staff has completed its work on the CRS 
history, and final corrections are now being made on the publication 


copy. No further work by CRS will be required. The CRS point of
